Who Needs Title Insurance? 
You do, but make sure you know your options

During

you're hit 
with so 
many for-

your head spins. One of those 
strange and unfamiliar costs is 
title insurance. In most cases, bor- 
rowers have no option—either you 
get title insurance (among other 
requirements) or you don’t get a 
loan. 

The lender says you need it, you 
want the loan to go though, so you 
buy title insurance. Great. So 


what is title insurance? 

When you buy a home you want 
to make sure that the people sell- 
ing it actually have full and legal 
title. The party who conducts clos- 
ing will check this out by going 
down to the local property records 
office to research the history of 
ownership. 

But those records down at the 
property office may be official, 
but they may also be wrong. It’s 
also possible that the person who 
does the title search can make a 
mistake and also that important 
information may simply not be 
recorded. 

For instance, maybe a bill 
against the property was not 
recorded or some taxes were not 
been paid. Or, suppose that 40 
years ago the property you want 
to purchase was owned by Smith. 
Let’s also imagine that Smith was 
a bigamist with an extra spouse. 
Will this matter show up on the 
local property records? Not likely.

Does the additional Smith spouse 
have an ownership claim against 
the property? That may only be 
clear after a lot of legal wran- 
gling—and if you lose, you could 
lose the house. 


There may be other odd and 
bizarre claims as well. Was an 
owner an alcoholic? Insane? A 
drug user? Is there a contractor 
with a claim against the property? 
Such issues can “cloud” titles and 
neither lenders nor owners want 
clouds. 

One form of title insurance, 
“lenders” coverage, is designed to 
protect (who else?) your lender in 
case of title problems. “Lenders” 
coverage is required and gener- 
ally provides protection up to the 
original mortgage amount—if 
you buy a home for $300,000 and 
get a $250,000 mortgage, then 
$250,000 is as much coverage as 
you can get with a lender’s policy. 
If there’s a claim, the title insurer 


will fight on your behalf and if 
there’s a claim the policy will pay 
off the loan if necessary. This is 
good news for you because you 
won’t owe the lender a dime if you 
lose in court. 

But there are also some options. 
For instance, you can also get 
“owners” coverage. This will pro- 

tect your equity—that $50,000 in 
the example above not covered by 
the lender’s policy. And you can 
often get an “inflation rider” with 
an owner’s policy—as the value of 
your home goes up, so does the 
value of your title coverage. 

While title insurance is re- 
quired by virtually all lenders, 
there is one big exception: Loans 
made in Iowa. In Iowa, the state 
says that attorneys and others 
who do title work must partici- 
pate in a title guarantee program. 
If there’s a title error, the state 
fund provides coverage.

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CHARLEVOIX COUNTY 
ORDINANCE NO. 10 OF 2013 


AN ORDINANCE CONCERNING THE ORGANIZATION AND DUTIES OF THE COUNTY PLANNING 
COMMISSION CREATED PURSUANT TO ACT 33 OF THE PUBLIC ACTS OF 2008, AS AMENDED 


THE COUNTY OF CHARLEVOIX ORDAINS: 


Section 1. Reaffirmation of County Plan- 
ning Commission; Name of Planning Com- 
mission; Purpose of Ordinance. 


The county planning commission created for 
Charlevoix County pursuant to the Michigan 
Planning Enabling Act, Act 33 of the Public Acts 
of 2008, as amended, by Ordinance Number 10, 
enacted on July 27, 2011, is hereby reaffirmed. 
This planning commission shall be known as the 
“Charlevoix County Planning Commission.” The 
purpose of this Ordinance is to clarify the organi- 
zational structure and duties of the planning 
commission. 


Section 2. Membership; Appointment; Com- 
pensation; Terms; Removal; Vacancy. 


(a). The county planning commission shall consist of 
seven (7) members. An employee of the county, 
however, shall not be eligible to be a member of 
the county planning commission. Members of 
the county planning commission shall be quali- 
fied electors of the county, except one (1) mem- 
ber may be an individual who is not a qualified 
elector of the county. In addition, members of 
the county planning commission shall be repre- 
sentative of the entire territory of the county to 
the extent practicable and shall be representa- 
tive of important segments of the county, such 
as the economic, governmental, educational, 
and social development of the county, in accor- 
dance with the major interests as they exist in 
the county, such as agricultural, natural re- 
sources, recreation, education, public health, 
government, transportation, industry, and com- 
merce. Finally, every reasonable effort shall be 
made to ensure that membership on the county 
planning commission includes a member of a 
public school board or an administrative em- 
ployee of a school district included, in whole or 
in part, within the county’s boundaries. 


. All members of the county planning commission 
shall be appointed pursuant to the procedures 
specified by a resolution adopted by a majority 
of the entire membership of the county board of 
commissioners. 


. All appointed members of the county planning 
commission may be compensated at a rate to be 
determined by the county board of commission- 
ers. 


. The term of each appointed member shall be 
three (3) years or until his or her successor is 
appointed and assumes office. 


. After written charges and a public hearing before 
the county board of commissioners, a member 
of the county planning commission may be re- 
moved from office for misfeasance, malfea- 
sance, or nonfeasance in office by a majority 
vote of the entire county board of commission- 
ers. The failure of a planning commission mem- 
ber to disclose to the planning commission a 
potential conflict of interest, as defined in Sec- 
tion 5 of this Ordinance, shall constitute malfea- 
sance in office. The failure of a planning 
commission member to regularly attend sched- 
uled meetings of the planning commission or to 
habitually fail to attend planning commission 
training seminars shall constitute nonfeasance in 
office. The county planning coordinator shall re- 
port to the county board of commissioners when 
a planning commission member has failed to at- 
tend three (3) consecutive planning commission 
meetings. 


. Avacancy on the county planning commission 
occurring otherwise than through the expiration 
of a member’s term shall be filled for the unex- 
pired term in the same manner as the original 
appointment. 


Section 3. Organization; Chairperson, Sec- 
retary, and Other Officers; Committees; 
Meetings; Rules; Records. 


. The county planning commission shall elect a 
chairperson and secretary from its members. 
The planning commission may create and fill by 
election such other offices as it considers advis- 
able. The term of chairperson and any other of- 
ficers shall be one (1) year, with eligibility for 
reelection as specified in the planning commis- 
sion bylaws. 


. The planning commission may appoint advisory 
committees, whose members are not required to 
be members of the planning commission. 


. The county planning commission shall hold not 
less than four (4) regular meetings each year 
and shall by resolution determine the time and 
place of the meetings. 


. The county planning commission shall adopt by- 
laws for the transaction of its business. 


. The county planning commission shall keep a 
public record of its resolutions, transactions, 
findings, and determinations. 


Section 4. Powers and duties. 

(a). The county planning commission shall have all 
powers authorized by, and shall perform all du- 
ties specified in, the Michigan Planning Enabling 
Act, being Act 33 of the Public Acts of 2008, as 
amended. 


. Members of the county planning commission 
shall have the duty and responsibility to com- 
plete planning commission training as deter- 
mined from time to time by resolution of the 
county board of commissioners. 

Section 5. Conflict of Interest. 

A member of the county planning commission 
shall declare a conflict of interest in connection 
with a matter pending before the planning com- 
mission and shall disqualify himself or herself 
from deliberating and voting on the matter when 
any of the following circumstances exist: 

. The applicant is the child, grandchild, great- 
grandchild, parent, grandparent, great-grandpar- 
ent, brother, sister, nephew, niece, aunt, or uncle 
of the planning commission member or the 
member’s spouse. 


. The planning commission member or the mem- 
ber’s spouse, parent, child, or any relative resid- 
ing in the member’s household has a pecuniary 
interest in the outcome of the matter. 


. The planning commission member or the mem- 
ber’s spouse resides on or has an ownership in- 
terest in land within 300 feet of the parcel 
regarding which the decision is to be made. 


. The planning commission member has made 
statements or taken any action outside the for- 
mal decision-making process that would suggest 
that he or she has prejudged the matter before 
the planning commission or would in any way 
preclude him or her from affording the applicant 
and the public a fair hearing. 


. The planning commission member concludes in 
good faith that because of prior business or per- 
sonal relationships with the applicant or with 
other participants in the public hearing process, 
or for other reasons, he or she cannot afford the 
applicant and the public a fair hearing. 


Section 6. Planning Director and Personnel; 
Contract for Planning Services and other 
Technicians. 


. The county board of commissioners may employ 
a planning director and other personnel as it 
considers necessary to assist the county plan- 
ning commission in carrying out its powers and 
duties. 


. The county board of commissioners may con- 
tract for professional planning services and other 
technical services, such as attorneys and engi- 
neers, as it considers necessary to assist the 
county planning commission in carrying out its 
powers and duties. 


Section 7. 
Commission. 


Notification to Regional Planning 


Within fourteen (14) days after the county board of 
commissioners adopts this Ordinance the county 
clerk shall transmit a notice of the adoption of this 
Ordinance to the regional planning commission. 
Section 8. Savings Clause. 

All official actions taken by the county planning com- 
mission prior to the effective date of this Ordinance 
are hereby approved, ratified, and reconfirmed. Any 
project, review, or process taking place on the effec- 
tive date of this Ordinance shall continue with the 
county planning commission created by this Ordi- 
nance, shall be subject to the requirements of this 
Ordinance, and shall be deemed a continuation of 
any previous county planning commission action. 


Section 9. Repeal. 

All prior ordinances creating a planning commission 
for Charlevoix County are hereby repealed in their 
entirety. 
Section 10. Severability. 

If any section, provision or clause of this Ordinance 
or the application thereof to any person or circum- 
stances is held invalid, such invalidity shall not affect 
any remaining portions or application of this Ordi- 
nance, which can be given effect without the invalid 
portion or application. 

Section 11. Effective Date. 

This Ordinance shall become effective sixty-three 
(63) days after being published in a newspaper of 
general circulation within the county.
